The local Chamber of Commerce 
held a regular meeting last Wednes¬ 
day evening. 

After considerable correspondence 
had been read and referred to proper 
committees, President Bcott announc¬ 
ed that the balance of the evening 
would be taken up with a discussion 
by liquor dealers as to the best method 
ol reducing the number of places 
where liquor is sold in this city to ten, 
which the city board of trustees, it is 
understood, intends doing January 1st 
next. 

Mr. Bcott stated that the chamber of 
commerce did not intend to take any 
active part for or against the proposi¬ 
tion. It had used its offices in invit¬ 
ing Hie liquor dealers to be present to 
discuss the matter themselves. 

hollowing is a synopsis of ideas as 
expressed by several speakers: 

H. F. Bharp, proprietor Veranda 
Hotel—1 think file best plan would be 
lo raise liquor licenses to $760 a year. 
Home would be cut out If not raise 
it to a $1010. 

B. Bala, proprietor Central Hotel— 
An election should be called at which 
citizens can vote on three propositions 
—dry town, ten licenses, or twenty- 
three licenses, as at present. 

Frank B. Dougherty, of Grand Ho¬ 
tel—Thought Mr. Bala’s idea lhe best. 
Predicted a dry town if licenses were 
reduced to ten. 

I). Palany, owner Alpine Hotel 
building—If saloons are cut down peo¬ 
ple will go to Han Francisco and buy 
liquor and drink it here. If lhe licen¬ 
ses are raised it will be all right. 

A. Allemand, of Alletnand & Ber¬ 
nard—The question should be put to 
the people. Let them vote wet or dry 
or liitrli license. 

M. J. Hawes, of Hawes & Tehhetts 
—'l’lie city needs several tilings, such 
as a new city hall, park, etc. He did 
not care whether licenses were raised 
or not. 

J. Jorgensen—Had been in the 
liquor business twenty-two years. He 
could not see why the number should 
lie reduced. 

R. Harder—Did not know of any 
reason why the number of licenses 
should tie reduced. 

II. Beampini—There should be more 
on account of more factories and a lar¬ 
ger population. 

W. H. Leahy—The number of licen¬ 
ses should remain as they are now. 
Leave to the people the question 
whether lhe town lie wet or dry. 

Citizen A. Hynding—Thought Lhe 
saloon men were paying high enough 
licenses now. Did not believe in a dry 
tow n. 

Citizen VV. J. Martin—The first 
building erected in this city was for a 
saloon. The present situation in this 
city should not he changed. 

M. F. Hoaly—A Bacramento friend 
told him this town must have some 
foundation and backing on account of 
flic large number of saloons in it. 

No action was taken and the meet¬ 
ing adjourned.

TREE PLANTING IN 
ONE OHyQ VILLAGE 


How Citizens Overcame Diffi¬ 
culties In Hudson. 


TOTAL COST VERY SMALL 


Town Might Well Be Called Elm City. 
Not Until This Spring That a Gen¬ 
eral Movement Started to Improve 
Vacant Streets and Bare Places, but 
Work Went With a Rush. 

The village of Hudson, O., might 
well be called Elm City. Some sixty 
years ago. under the inspiration of the 
president and professors of the col¬ 
lege then located there, the citizens 
set more than a mile of the streets, on 
both sides, with young elms eight to 
ten feet high and about fifty feet 
apart Those little elms now arch and 
span and meet at the top giving splen¬ 
did shaded drives. 

Since then until this spring little 
tree planting was done except here 
and there by enterprising citizens as 
individuals, chiefly along their own 
frontages. This spring, however, a 
general movement started, says W. T. 
Chamberlain in the National Stock- 
man and Farmer, and a "tree com¬ 
mittee” of fifteen was appointed by 
the village mayor and asked to fill in 
single vacancies and the vacant streets 
to the corporation line in all directions. 
The village funds were low, and so all 
property owners were asked by the 
committee to "chip In" and pay actual 
cost of all trees set along their front¬ 
ages (seven and a half feet from the 
fence line to give room for sidewalk) 
at a cost not to exceed $1 per tree. 
Most of the property owners cheerfully

responded. The writer was made 
chairman and asked to superintend the 
work. A brief report of how it was 
done may help other villages: 

Four hundred and fifty American 
elms (white! and fifty hard maple 
trees, eight to ten feet high, were 
bought from a large Ohio nursery 
firm near by at 40 cents each; freight 
and cartage to holes, 5 cents each; 
digging holes and planting, 15 centB 
each; total »!0 cents each. Nursery 
grown stock was bought because it 
cost less than to dig, scattering local 
seedlings or suckers, besides being far 
more compactly rooted and with far 
better fibrous roots than any non- 
nursery stock 

A curious fact is that all these 
"American" elms from an Ohio nurs¬ 
ery were born from American elm 
seeds In Holland and had their tiny 
first season’s growth in that Dutch 
land Why? Because flu* first year’s 
growth takes much hand labor, and 
that costs about 60 cents per day there 
and $1.75 to $2 for the same grade 
here Further, their richer, black, sub 
irrigated soil is better adapted to the 
tender first year’s life and vigorous 
growth of the elm. At a year old they 
would weigh scarcely an ounce. 

A week before the car of trees was 
due to arrive here four good men dug 
all the holes, about three feet in diam¬ 
eter and one foot deep and fifty feet 
apart, peeling a thin turf off first and 
placing the tine earth by itself. When 
the trees came they were taken to the 
holes, tile roots that bad been bruised 
in digging were cut off smooth, one 
man held the tree, sighted for the true 
line, “churned" the tree up and down 
to work the loose earth all in around 
the roots as it was shoveled in t slovvly 


at first, then tramped pretty firmly 
when all was in except the turf. This 
was inverted grass down and pressed 
down firmly. Some of the land was 
pretty wet. stiff clay, hard to pulver¬ 
ize We did the best we could in fining 
and packing it around the roots. 

So nearly all vacancies are now filled, 
and ten years from now thrifty trees 
will beautify the streets, and twenty 
years from now a grateful shade will 
cool those who walk the pavements, 
and fifty years from now this village, 
a fine residence suburb of Cleveland, 
will be known as the “Elm City.” And, 
by the way. in all New England I have 
never seen a single elm more graceful 
than scores of ours in Hudson, planted 
forty or sixty years ago

NEIGHBORHOODS 


Policy of Safeguarding Them 
Should Be Followed. 


CITIES HAVE DONE LITTLE. 


Systematic Municipal Planning Is Nec¬ 
essary to Create and Maintain 
Healthful and Attractive Residential j 
Districts—Restrictions Essential to 
Prevent Exploitation. 

I 

By J. C. NICHOLS of Kansas City. 

City planning in almost every phase 
of its wide modern meaning has taken 
root in the public conscience. Yet we 
have thus far done very little as com- ! 
munities or as municipalities to prop¬ 
erly create, safeguard and guide the 
growth of home neighborhoods. 

Much has been written about the 
proper regulation and construction of 
streets for residence property. But the 
subdividing of land for residential pur¬ 
poses in practically all American cities j 
is generally left to chance or the diree- j 
tion of selfish private interests. City 
authorities have to some extent made 
certain general requirements as to a 
reasonable continuity and regularity 
of streets, but little progress has been 
made toward planning residential sub- i 
divisions. 

A few good residence neighborhoods ; 
have been p^ivided in almost every 
city by the ordinary real estate devel 
opment. The period over which the 
safeguards in these areas extend is ! 
generally of mere nominal duration in 
pro[>ortiou to the life of the city and 
covers only a small section. City con¬ 
trol in residence neighborhoods practi 
cally ends with the boundary lines of 
the street and the boulevard. And to¬ 
day, with only an occasional exception, 
tlie individual owner in our residence 
neighborhoods does whatever he pleases , 
upon the property which lie owns i 
without regard to tlie interest of his 
neighborhood or Ills community. 

Often the majority of the population, 
because of the haphazard development

of tlie city, may be found living in 
tbe most unhealthy seetious of the 
town Thus unconsciously the health 
and joy of living of many may be 
daily and unnecessarily sacrificed to 
presumed commercial needs. 

Little thought has been given to the 
creation of pleasant healthy residence 
neighborhoods and the safeguarding 
of these neighborhoods by the com¬ 
munity or the city itself. The fac¬ 
tory, the railroad, the business house, 
have first call on locations most desir¬ 
able for their particular uses. 

The remarkable fact is that nearly 
every one has come to feel that the 
successive rise and decline of resi¬ 
dence neighborhoods in our cities are 
unavoidable and that even the very 
location of residence sections is sec¬ 
ondary to every other interest of the 
city. 

In the lack of proper control of the 
lnytug out of residence sections, home 
owners sustain annually a loss of mil¬ 
lions of dollars through the decline and 
shifting of residence neighborhoods. 


Today thfe home owner is generally j 
helpless to prevent the erection of an 
undertaking establishment of a laun- | 
dry at his side or the erection of a tall ! 
warehouse, cutting off all air and sun- | 
shine from his family and children. 

Rigid municipal control should be 
employed in the exclusion of undesir 
able commercial uses of Ignd within ; 
the territory set aside for residence 
purposes. We should not leave the sur- ! 
rounding of our homes to the selfish ; 
private Interests of the real estate spec 
ulator We should not haznrd the en¬ 
vironment and surroundings of our 
children to the mercenary interest of 
the shifting ownerships of surrounding ! 
tracts of laud The fronting of resi¬ 
dences and placing of outbuildings 
should be so regulated as not to Injure 
surrounding homes nor mar the ap¬ 
pearance of a neighborhood. 

Safeguards of this sort should not be 
confined to the residential sections of 
the well to do. Applied to neighbor¬ 
hoods of workmen’s < ottages, they will 
prove just as great a benefit to the 
community and its health and happi¬ 
ness. 

The function of the municipality is 
constantly being applied to new fields. 
At first it was broadened under the po¬ 
lice power of the city. Its successful 
advance, often against bitter opposi¬ 
tion, foretells the larger use of the 
right of eminent domain, by which the 
municipality for the public good may 
extend much further its control over 
the creation, development and main 
tenance of residence property for the 
greatest good to the greatest number

A Story of the

That concrete curbs he constructed in each 
of said streets on both sides thereof, except 
where such curbs have already been con¬ 
structed; that artificial stone sidewalks be 
constructed in each of Baid streets on both 
sides thereof, except where such sidewalks 
have already been constructed. 

All work herein provided for shall tie done 
to official grade and in accordance with the 
special plans and specifications heretofore 
adopted by said Hoard of Trustees for doing 
said work and now on tile in tin ollice of the 
City Clerk. 

The Hoard of Trustees, under the authori¬ 
ty conferred upon it by the provisions of 
that certain act of the Legislature of the

The Superintendent of Streets shall, imme¬ 
diately, cause to lie conspicuously posted 
along the line of said contemplated work and 
improvement and in front of all tlie prop¬ 
erty liable to be assessed, notices of the pass¬ 
age of this Resolution of Intention, in tlie 
manner and form required by said “Improve¬ 
ment Act of 1911.” 

All of tlie herein proposed work shall lie 
done in pursuance of an Act of the Legisla¬ 
ture of the State of California, designated as 
the "Improvement Act of 1911,” approved 
April 7, 1911.

An agreement for the restoration 
of diplomatic relations between 
France and Venezuela, which were 
broken off over ten years ago, way 
signed at Caracas June 13th. 

The most optimistic judges of Ger- 
many’s money market and the gen¬ 
eral financial situation are obliged to 
admit that the present conditions are 
critical.

Mon¬ 
ey is difficult to get for first mort¬ 
gages, even at an appraisement of 40 
per cent of value, while money for i 
second mortgages simply cannot be 
obtained. Although there are 600,000 
people in Berlin who are members of 
families of five and seven persons and 
live in flats of one room and kitchen, 
there are over 80,000 vacant flats in 
the city. 

Budapest’s hearty public and pri¬ 
vate welcome of the women’s suffrage 
congress affords a marked contrast to 
the almost hostile attitude displayed 
by Vienna. The Austrian govern¬ 
ment and the municipal authorities 
have declined all recognition to the 
suffragettes, while the Hungarians are 
showing every hospitality. The mu¬ 
nicipality of Budapest has voted $2000 
for the entertainment of the dele¬ 
gates. In Austria the official bodies 
have refused to render the congress 
any assistance, the local supporters of 
the congress, when soliciting aid. be 
ing told bluntly that the only action 
the city was liable to take was to 
place a double police force on duty.

EXTENDS PURE FOOD 
LAW JO MEAT 

Important Ruling Revnrses All 

Former Opinions 

_________ 

Probably the most radical and far- 
reaching exposition of the food and 
drugs act since its enactment was 
made when Secretaries Houston, Mc- 
Adoo and Redfield, charged with en¬ 
forcing this statute, ruled that meat 
and meat products in interstate or for¬ 
eign commerce which hitherto have 
been exempt from the provisions of 
the pure food law, may be seized if 
’ misbranded or adulterated. Beginning 
at once, manufacturers of meat foods 
will be required to comply strictly 
with the food and drug act, as well 
as with the meat inspection law. 

The action was taken on the 
strength of an opinion by Attorney- 
General McRevnolds. The three sec¬ 
retaries revoked a regulation adopted 
in October, 1906, only four months 
after the passage of the pure food law, 
which had prevented the Department 
of Agriculture, according to a state¬ 
ment at Washington by Secretary 
Houston, “from prosecuting manufac¬ 
turers of meat foods under the pure 
food law, or ordering seizures or pros¬ 
ecution for misbranding or adultera¬ 
tion of domestic meats.” 

Secretary Houston said he could not 
understand why meat and meat prod¬ 
ucts were not food in the sense of the 
pure food and drug acts and why his 
department could not seize adulterated 
or misbranded meat once it had en¬ 
tered into interstate commerce. 

Therefore he had sought the advice 
of the Attorney-General “Under the 
meat inspection law,” the secretary 
said, “meat inspectors have absolutely 
no power to seize meat or meat food 
products that have become bad or have 
been adulterated after they have left 
a federally inspected establishment. 
The only remedy possible under the 
meat act Is to proceed against anyone 
selling bad meat, hut even in this 
event bad meat cannot be seized nor 
its sale prevented. With the regula¬ 
tion of 1906 revoked, the Department 
can seize and prevent the sale of had 
and adulterated meat, only after it has 
crossed the state line and remains in 
interstate commerce. In case spoiled 
meat again reaches a federally in¬ 
spected establishment, it comes, of 
course, under the jurisdiction of the 
meat inspection law and can be de¬ 
stroyed as heretofore has been done. 
Under the new decision the government 
can control meat foods from the hoof 
(o (he retailer, subject only to the 
limitations of the power of the Federal 
Government in interstate commerce. 
The department is empowered to re¬ 
quire all manufactured meat products 
to conform fully to Its labeling regula 
lion, and can enforce its penalties and 
make seizures for misbranding and 
adulteration.” 

Secretary Houston has appointed a 
committee to provide a plan for co¬ 
operation between the bureaus of 
chemistry and animal industry in ex¬ 
ercising full control over meat and 
meat products. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


An autograph letter from the Ger¬ 
man Emperor recognizing the Mexican 
administration was placed in the 
hands of Provisional President Huerta 
a few days ago by Herr Von Kardorff, 
the charge d’affaires of the German 
legation. 

An epidemic of bubonic plague has 
broken out at the seaport of Jacmel. 
thirty miles from Port An Prince, 
Hayti. Jacmel has been isolated from 
the rest of the country by a cordon 
of troops and the government is tak¬ 
ing energetic steps to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

Emperor William's silver jubilee, 
which has tilled the Berlin streets 
with the greatest, gayest crowds ever 
seen in the capital, reached Its climax 
June 17th, with visits from the Allied 
Sovereigns and closed with a gala din¬ 
ner in the evening, followed by a pic¬ 
turesque torchlight procession of stu¬ 
dents. 

Commercial Japan’s four peace en- 
vo'-e, who came to Washington to fur¬ 
ther friendly relations between Japan 
and the United States, announced that 
they expected to visit all the impor¬ 
tant commercial bodies in this coun¬ 
try in an effort to aid in bringing 
about an equitable settlement of the 
problems growing out of the California 
land legislation.

Japan has ratified the new commer¬ 
cial treaties with Austria and Italy 
providing for the right of subjects of 
these countries to own real property 
in Japan. This right, however, is con¬ 
ditional upon Austria and Italy grant¬ 
ing Japanese similar right. As the 
law passed in the Diet authorizing 
foreigners to own real estate in Japan 
is not yet in force, this clause for the 
present is without effect. 

The Bulgarian government has ac¬ 
cepted the demobilization proposals 
made by Servla and Greece. The con¬ 
dition Is made, however, that joint 
garrisons composed of equal numbers 
of soldiers of the states concerned be 
placed in the disputed territory in 
Macedonia and elsewhere before de¬ 
mobilization begins. Bulgaria also de¬ 
mands that all the parties submit to 
the arbitration of the Russian Emperor 
on the basis of the treaty existing be¬ 
fore the Balkan war broke out. 

An infernal machine sent by mail 
killed one woman and mortally wound¬ 
ed another when opened at Sher¬ 
brooke (Quebec). The woman killed 
was Mrs. Theodore Bilodeau; the one 
wounded was Miss Bilodeau, her sis¬ 
ter-in-law. The force of the explosion 
hurled the latter across the room and 
severed one arm from her body. The 
house was wrecked. The package ar¬ 
rived in the mail about noon, and the 
two women were bending over it, un¬ 
tying the strings, when it exploded. 
The police have no clew to the sender.
